RUSSIA MADE MISTAKE 


'Had Russia's attention been concentrated on internal recon- 


struction," said the chancellor, "there would have been no room 
for the restless policy of expansion which finally led to this war. 


Dr. Von Bethmarin-Hollweg emphatically denied that the Ger- 


man emperor or Germany was desirous of restoring "czardom." 


The imperial chancellor also referred to Germany's attitude to- 


ward the recent events in Russia and recalled in former times the 
honored friendship between the two countries. He said, however^ 
that this friendship had ended with the death of Alexander II. 


Emperor Nicholas had more and more drifted into the entente's 


wake and into pan-Slavic currents and had finally become a parti- 
san of the war party, omnipotent under the Russian autocratic 
regime. 


DECLINED GERMANY'S APPEAL 


"Thus," said the chancellor, "in the fateful days of July, 


19'14j the Russian emperor declined to listen to the appeal made by 
the German emperor. One of the legendary: reports disseminated 
with especial emphasis by our'enemies-is that it was the German 
government which assisted the autocratic reactionary policy in 
Russia against all the movements of liberty.

Boys 
and girls desiring to enter either 
of these contests must notify their 
teacher in due time and the teach- 
er will send a list of entries to the 
county superintendent. 


5. The potatoes must be brought 


to the fair Wednesday! August 
22; the tomatoes, Thursday, Au- 
gust 23. Both displays will be 
judged August 
24, and prizes 


awarded August 25. 


6. The County Fair Board will 


give a free pass, good all days of 
the fair to the boys and girls who 
have the above mentioned dis- 
plays at the fair. - Said passes to

sold $8.70 worth. He says he and 
his children are healthier, wealth- 
ier and happier as a result, while 
his neighbor, who spent his spare 
time on the porch, and whose boy 
ran the streets, grumbles because 
lie has to pay $3 a bushel for pota- 
toes.

A seventeen year old girl in a 


northern Ohio city, last summer 
received $53 in cash prizes for best 
potatoes, tomatoes, cabbages and 
beans at an exposition in her city 
last fall. Her garden was 165 by 
55 feet, and slic grew enough veg- 
etables to-supply the table during 
the summer and fall and canned 
the ^est for her mother nnd the 
family. Her mother has not had 
to buy aiyy vegetables for five 
years, with the exception of a few 
bushels of potatoes", last winter, as 
she had not planted as many as 
usual. But she was able to sell 
several dollars worth of vegcta-

"there afe not less than 6,000,000 
older boys and girls and adults 
who for whom an hour or two of 
work each day in a garden would 
be the best form of recreation .and 
rest from daily routine in 
office, 


shop or mill, who might easily 
find time for it." He says, "this 
would add $7nO;000,000 to the best 
form of food supply of the coun- 
try without cost of transportation

today. Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg clinched the idea, Pres- 
ident Wilson and his cabinet, booked for a late afternoon session, 
were expected to shape the last details of what will mean the entry 
of the United States into the conflict in some fashion to be decided 
by congress.

Hollweg, considered defiant, weak and misleading in his argu- 


ments, swept aside all doubts in the minds of international experts 
that President Wilson will make a forceful demand upon congress 
for America to play a full part in the struggle. That Hollweg had 
made a poor case for himself and his nation, was the general view. 


The cabinet and the president 


were expected to shape the last of 


I lie details 
of 
the president's 


"war message" today. The main 
thought of it—strong, active de- 
fense of America's rights—accord- 
ing to authorities has beeu'crys- 
(iilizcd long since. That Presi- 
dent Wilson., is rapidly turning 
more strongly in favor of some 
form of universal military train- 
ing is the view of officials who 
have followed events closely. 


Military men who know some- 


thing of the policy ahead declare 
that the war may he the bitterest 
tlic United Slates has ever seen. 
They argue 'that tlie'universal law 
"tight to be applied—that the sys- 
tem ought not to be^. volunteer, de- 
pending on enthusiasm which may 
wane later. 


The pacifist element hi eongre'ss

It never desired war 
against the United States of America and does not desire it today," 
was the declaration made by the German imperial chancellor. Dr. 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg, in a speech in the Keichstag yesterday. 


The chancellor made important declarations concerning Ger- 


many's policy toward the United States and Russia, 


REVIEWS CAUSES OF OEISIS 


"How did these things develop?" asked the chancellor in speak- 


ing of the relations with the United States. He then proceeded to 
answer the question by reviewing: the causes *wmch led up to the 
German use of submarines in unrestricted warfare. 


Declaring that Germany has undertaken unrestricted sub- 


marine warfare for its defense, Or. Ton Bethmann-Hollweg said: 


"If the American nation considers this a cause for which to de- 


clare war against the German nation with which it has lived in 
peace for more than one hundred years; if this action warrants an 
increase of bloodshed, we shall not have to hear the burden of re- 
sponsibility for it." 


SAYS CONGRESS WttL DECIDE 


. 
"Concerning German-relations with the United States the chan- 


cellor! whose spewb is reported by'the Overseas News Agency (the 
German official news bureau) said: 


, "Within the next few 'days the directors of the American na- 


tion will be convened by President Wilson for an extraordinary ses- 
sion of congress in order to deride the question of war or peace be- 
tween the American and German nations. 


"Germany never had the slightest intention of attacking the 


United States of America and does not have such intention now. 
It never desired war against the United States of America and does 
not desire it today; 


USES PRESIDENT'S WOEDS 


"How did these things develop? More than once we told the 


United States that we made unrestricted use-of the submarine 
weapon, expecting that England could be made to obnrve, In h:r 
policy of blockade, the laws of humanity and international agree- 
ments. This blockade policy, I expressly recall, has been called 
'illegal and indefensible' (the imperial chancellor here used the Eng- 
lish words 'used by President Wilson and Secretary of State Lan- 
sing) ; our expectations which we maintained daring eight months 
have been disappointed completely; England not only did not give up 
her illegal and indefensible policy of blockade, but uninterruptedly 
intensified it. England, together with her allies, arrogantly re- 
jected the peace offers made by us and our allies and proclaimed her 
war aims which aim at our annihilation'and that of our allies. 


'.'Then we took unrestricted submarine warfare into our hands; 


we had to for our defense.

MUST BEAE RESPONSIBILITY 


"If the American nation considers this a cause for which to 


declare war against the German nation with which it has lived in 
peace for more than one hundred years, if this action warrants an 
increase of bloodshed, we shall not have to bear the responsibility 
of it. The German nation, which feels neither hatred nor hostility 
against the United States of America shall also bear and overcome 
this."

Dealing with Russia, the imperial chancellor said that the Rus- 


sian emperor had not listened to the German emperor's advice to 
no longer oppose the justified wishes of his nation for reforms. 


RUSSIA4 MADE MISTAKE 


"Had Russia's attention been concenirated on internal recon- 


struction," said the chancellor, "there would have/been lio room 
for the restless policy of expansion which finally led to this war.'1' 


Or. .Von Bethmann-Hollweg emphatically denied that the Ger- 


man emperor or Germany was desirous of restoring "czardom." 


The imperial chancellor also referred to Germany's attitude to- 


ward the recent events in liussia and recalled in former times the 
honored friendship between the two countries. He said, however, 
that this friendship had ended with the death of Alexander II. ' 
' 
Emperor Nicholas had more and more drifted into the entente's 


wake and into pan-Slavic currents and had finally become a parti- 
san of ithe war party, omnipotent under the Russian autocratic 
regime. 


DECLINED GERMANY'S APPEAL 


"Thus," said the chancellor, "in the fateful days of July, 


,1914, the Russian emperor declined to listen to the appeal'made by 
'the German emperor. 'One of the legendary reports disseminated 
with especial emphasis by our enemies is that it was the German 
government which assisted the autocratic reactionary policy in 
Russia against all the movements of liberty. One year ago I de- 
clared here in. the Reichstag that assertion was directly contrary 
to the facts.

, .. _'.'When'Russia, in 1905, by the Japanese war and the resulting 
revolution had been involved in distress, it was the German emperor, 
who, on account of personal relations of friendship, urgently advised 
the Russian emperor no longer to oppose the justified wishes of his 
nation for reforms. Emperor Nicholas preferred other roads. In 
Russia, had attention been concentrated on internal reconstruction, 
there would not have been room for the restless policy of expansion 
which finally led to this war and which has changed the 6lA regime 
so much that now it is hard even to do justice to natural, human 
pity for the downfall of the bouse of the rulers. 
ATTITUDE is OUTLINED 


"Nobody can tell how things shall develop, but our attitude 


toward Russian events is clearly outlined. We shall also follow the 
principle that we never meddle with the internal problems of other 
countries. It now is maliciously reported that Germany wants to 
annihilate the hardly conquered freedom of the Russian nation and 
that the German emperor wants to reestablish the rule of the czar 
over his enslaved sulnects. All these are merely lies and slander, as 
I here expressly state.

"How the Russian nation wants to construct it« home is only 


the business of the Russian nation and we shall not meddle with it. 
The only thing that we hope is that in Russia conditions may dc- 
-\elop that will make her the strong and firm bulwark of peace. 


"With reference to Chinese relations the chancellor said: 
"Oiir relations with China had always 'been of the most friend- 


ly nature and if these relations have' actually been terminated by 
the Chinese government I need not tell you that this is not by the 
free resolve of the Chinese government but that it has acted under 
pressure of our enemies.

Financial differences, which could not be mastered during the 


war by China, also played a fair part in it. Our enemies' object 
also is to destroy our trade in China and to appropriate without 
labor what has been established there during many years 'by Ger- 
man efficiency and German industry.

"The result of the war—as I confidently hope—will give us the 


opportunity to rebuild what has been destroyed and to rebuild it 
at the expense of our enemies. Then our friendly relations with 
China will revive, provided that China will preserve until then the 
necessary force of resistance against the greed and egotism of her 
present protectors."
